Burned.

Cincinnati March, 21).—W illiam Berner 
has been sentenced to the penitentiary fcr 
twenty years, and to pay the costs of the 
prosecution. 
This is the extreme penalty of 
the law for manslaughter. 
Berner was in­ 
dicted for m urder in the first degree, for kill­ 
ing William H. Kirk, Dec. 24, 1SS3, but es­ 
caped through tho stupidity or duplicity 
of the jury. 
The outrageous verdict ren­ 
dered ’last 
Monday 
by these jurymen, 
caused intense excitement, and a call for 
a mass meeting of our citizens in the Music 
hall 
signed 
by prominent business men 
brought out an immense crowd, which liter­ 
ally packed the house until there w as not 
even standing room. 
Among those who ad­ 
dressed the meeting were Judge Carter and 
ex-Lieutenant Governor Hickenlooper. 
The 
speakers denounced the jury iu unmeasured 
terms, and referred to the fact that there are 
upwards of forty murderers in the county 
jail 
awaiting 
trial. 
The 
crowd was 
greatly 
worked 
up 
and 
made 
all 
sorts 
of 
outcries 
and 
demonstrations. 
After the meetiug was over, a surging, 
howling mob started a t once for the jail, 
where they forced an entrance, and are now 
trying to batter down the doors. 
At midnight last night the mob was still 
battering away at the jail, having beaten 
down two doors and prying at the third, 
which would give them access to the cells. 
The mob also secured two leaders from Ken­ 
tucky, 
and 
worked 
systematically and 
earnes lv, with every prospect that they will 
carry their purpose before they desist. 
The First regiment of the Ohio national 
guards were drilling in their armory, a couple 
of squares away from the jail. 
Sheriff 
Hawkins brought over a detachment, and in­ 
troduced them into the jail through the cel­ 
lar. 
The mob filled the corridor. 
They 
were ordered to withdraw, but refused, and 
the m ilitia opened 
fire on the crowds, 
shooting perhaps sixty rounds. The corridors 
were filled with smoke and the gas went 
out. 
Pandemonium reigned, but the mob 
was driven out. W hat the effect of the shoot­ 
ing on the mob was is not known. 
Two 
policemen "were shot by the rioters. 
One 
militiaman, one civilian, and one boy were 
also wounded, the latter seriously. 
1:45 a. m.—News just comes from the jail 
that the mob is not defeated yet. 
They have 
broken into the armory of the Veteran regi­ 
ment and taken the guns. 
More firing has 
been done at the jaiL 
2:30 a. m.—The mob has just broken into a 
gun-store and are getting arms and am­ 
munition. 
Cincinnati, March 29.—The scene at the 
jail at sunrise was one i f devastation. 
Sol­ 
diers of the First Regiment, O. N. G., kept 
persons from approaching the jail from the 
various streets and alleys leading thereto. 
The mob had departed, and the little clusters 
of people gathered across all the avenues 
to 
the 
jail 
were 
principally 
curiosity 
seekers. 
Four or five blue-coated guardians 
at 
each 
of 
these 
places 
pushed the 
people 
back 
with 
their muskets with 
little trouble. 
The jail on the front facing 
Sycamore 
street 
was 
not 
badly 
defaced. 
Here 
and 
there a window- 
pane was 
smashed 
in, 
but 
on 
the 
sides and rear almost every window was 
broken and knocked out. 
All over stone 
walls on the outside could be seen battered 
places where stones and brickbats had struck. 
There were sixteen windows on the west side 
of the jail completely demolished, as were 
twenty-two windows and doors in the base­ 
ment on the south side. 
On the east side of 
the court house, which faces the jail, twenty- 
five bullets perforated the windows in the 
various stories. 
Late in the evening the city was flooded 
with the following posters: 
Public safety demands immediate action 
Organize in every ward. 
Heal sores by 
purifying the body. Serve notice to criminals, 
criminal lawyers, gamblers, and prostitutes 
to leave Hamilton county within three days, 
and remain away forever, or suffer the 
penalty. 
8o long as the present clique of 
criminal lawyers that infest the city are per­ 
mitted to remain and corrupt juries, outrage 
justice, and shield criminals, just that long 
will our citizens be murdered, our property 
destroyed, and protection by the law be de­ 
nied. Slake one clean sweep while we are at it. 
A vigilance committee of .‘100 in each ward, 
composed of the best citizens, can by earnest 
work cleanse the moral atmosphere in three 
days. Organize at once, and serve notice to 
all disreputable characters in the ward to 
leave, and never to return. 
The reputation 
of the city demands a change, or wickedness 
will reign supreme. 
T. C. Campbell appeared on the streets 
guarded by a dozen men. 
He is the criminal 
lawyer who has been charged with corrupt­ 
ing juries. 
The crowds shouted: “Hang 
him!” He went on ’change, but v as told 
th at it would not be safe for him to iemain 
there. 
While he hesitated about having a 
crowd gathered about him, and he was 
pushed before it out of the door. 
It is 
said he received several notices in the after­ 
noon th at if he did not leave the city 
within twenty-four 
hours 
he would be 
lynched, and consequently he has, it is stated, 
left the city. 
C in c in n a t i, March 29.—A t 10 o’clock the 
riot alarm was again sounded. 
There had 
been indiscriminate firing on the part of the 
mob for an hour. The m ilitia returned the 
fire, but aimed their guns over the tops of 
the buildings. 
Their effort to frighten the 
mob had no effect at all. Just before the 
riot alarm was sounded several dynamite 
bombs were thrown into the jail-yard. They 
burst with terrific force. 
An attack was made upon the treasurer’s 
office in the court house. 
The doors were 
battered down and an entrance effected. 
It 
is supposed coal-oil was poured about the 
room. 
At any rate, a fire was started soon 
afterward. 
It burned fiercely, although the 
building 
is 
fire-proof. 
The 
fire 
department was 
called 
out, 
but 
the 
mob 
refused 
to permit 
the firemen to 
get 
near the 
court house. 
The flames 
lit up the sky, and the fire spread through 
the building. 
The fire was started by rolling 
in barrels of coal oil, setting it on fire, and 
keeping everybody out. 
Lieut. Desmond 
entered to subdue the flames and was in­ 
stantly killed. 
The flames went their own 
way, because the mob would not let the fire- 
meb use the engines. 
The flames went on unchecked, though 
rlowiy, as the great structure was strongly 
built at a cost of $250,000, and ■was made to 
withstand fire as far as possible. 
To lose 
that meant irreparable loss in 
valuable 
records, 
some of 
them 
of 
great his­ 
torical interest and value, and of the second 
best law library in the United States. A car­ 
riage factory near by was also on fire, and ia 
the chaotic condition of affairs there was 
nothing to prevent untold loss from fire ex­ 
cept lack of material to give it a start. 
A t 10:30 t he militia charged the mob on 
Court street. 
Sergt. Mallone and Private 
McGuire were killed in the charge. 
Many 
were wounded. 
The mob fell back, but fol­ 
lowed the ruilitia when they returned to the 
jail. 
rJ wo drug stores on Vine street, near 
Court, were full of wounded men. 
Physi- 
cians were called and dressed their wounds. 
There was continued firing in the vicinity of 
the court house. 
The members of the mob 
were drunk. 
Last night they were merely 
excited. 
The Gatling gun was brought into play. 
8ix of the mob went down on the first fire. 
There were wounded and dying men in all 
the drug stores and saloons in the vicinity of 
the court house. The people were wild with 
excite ment andj left 
their 
homes 
with 
such valuables as they could carry through 
fear that they would be burned out. 
The militia were now shooting to kill. 
It 
wag thought that 200 men had beon killed or 


wounaea up to midnight. 
The mob showed 
no signs of dispersing. 
The militia stationed 
at the depots marched to the court house and 
went into action. 
A t midnight the militia withdrew into the 
jail-yard, and the mob held high carnival. 
It was almost a commune. 
The court house 
was burning from cellar to dome. 
The law 
library and recorder’s office were broken 
open and cords of books and records piled up 
wherever > here was woodwork. 
The court 
house was a solid structure three stories in 
height, and has stood twenty-five years. 
It 
was built almost entirely of stone and iron, 
and was thought to be fire-proof. 
The safe 
and vaults in the treasurer’s office probably 
stood the heat, but the records of the courts, 
the auditor, and the recorder, are gone. Un­ 
told trouble will be caused. 
The mob yelled 
with glee about the burning building. 
The kill d and wounded were carried in 
every direction, and it was impossible to get 
lists. 
The estimate of 200 may be large, and 
it may turn out to be too small. 
The militia 
showed no disposition to resume the fight un­ 
less followed into the jail-yard. 
From midnight until 4 a, m. the mob re­ 
mained about the fire. 
Frequent dashes 
were made by the police and militia, and the 
crowd driven back, but each time it returned 
as the soldiers or police withdrew. 
One of the most exciting incidents o 
fp 
the 
night was the capture by the mob of three 
cannons, which they proceeded to haul to the 
jail, when a squad of policemen emerged 
suddenly upon the rioters when they were 
all at the ropes dragging the guns along and 
knocked them down with their clubs before 
they 
knew they were attacked. 
It was 
the most b. illiant piece of work of the night. 
A t 4 a. m. the crowds 
were rapidly 
dispersing, and all becoming quiet. 
Cincinnati, March M0.—Our magnificent 
court house is destroyed and the city full of 
dead and dying, the terrible result of the 
long reign of unchecked crime. 
This morn­ 
ing’s bright sunlight revealed the terrible 
havoc of last night’s work. 
A t Court House 
square 
smoking ruins, pools 
of 
blood, 
armed militia, and yelling, excited crowds 
stood out in bold relief. 
The military were 
stationed behind barricades of barrels, planks 
and beer kegs across Main street at Ninth, 
across Court street just east of the m arket 
space, across Main street at Canal, across 
Sycamore street just north an 1 south of the 
jail, and across Court street at Canal. 
The 
soldiers at ail these points, except Court and 
Canal, belougod to the Four fceenth regiment. 
Some distance from the militia, and further 
from the court house, 
at each of these 
points was a surging mob, numbering fully 
2,000. 
The individuals 
comprising these 
crowds were of every 
description—men, 
women and children; a large m ajority, how­ 
ever, were men, and were very demonstra­ 
tive. Any change of position of the militia 
was greeted with ye! s a u l hoc tings. 
Matters remained in this condition until 
about 2:3 ) 
p. m., when a crowd of about 100 
men an ! boys were collected on tee north 
side of C uul, between Main and W alnut, 
and the boys to amuse themselves began 
throwing stones into the water. 
Several 
rocks were thrown at the bridge at the Main 
Street crossing, and a squad of soldiers, who 
were at the south end of the bridge, com 
manded the boys to quit throwing. The boys 
in return called the soldiers names and began 
to advance toward the bridge. 
The soldiers 
cried out “H alt,” and immidiately a volley 
followed. 
Fred Smaltz, 22, supposed to be 
bar keeper at the Queen City hotel, was shot 
in the side of his body, the ball passing entirely 
through the body and coming out the other 
side. 
There 
was 
a 
small 
demonstration about 6 o’clock, in which two 
or three were shot. 
Cincinnati, March 30.—The fighting be­ 
gan about 8:30, and is as severe as it was last 
night. 
The mob seems to be determined to 
be annihilated. The excitement is intense, 
and there has been no respect paid whatever 
to the mayor’s proclamation ordering every­ 
body in off the streets. 
Troops are coming 
in on every train from all points of the state 
and the militia now number in the neighbor­ 
hood of 3,000. The city hall is filled with 
soldiers, while the large park adjoining is 
full of them. 
11 p. m.—The city is still in a terrible state 
of excitement and there has been no abate­ 
ment in the last three hours. 
An angry, 
howling mob is stationed at the corner of 
Court and Vine streets, two squares away 
from the court house. 
They dare not ap 
proach nearer to the troops. 
The mob lack 
a leader. 
Music hall is in possession of Com­ 
pany E of the Sixteenth regiment. 
The 
soldiers are stored away on 
the inside, 
and in case of an attack by the mob their 
weapons would be used with deadly effect. 
The various station-houses are crowded with 
men who have offered themselves as special 
police. 
They are holding themselves in 
readiness in case of a sudden outbreak. 
About 10:30 a howling mob of men and 
boys marched down Race street to Eig htb 
and out Eighth to Elm, down Elm 
tc 
Seventh and West on Seventh to Central 
avenue, where they stopped a t Mendaza & 
Sugarman’s pawnshop and demanded that 
the doors be opened and all the the fire-arms 
handed out. 
This was refused, when a bat­ 
tering-ram was procured, and soon the doors 
and windows were smashed to pieces. 
The 
mob 
then 
helped 
themselves 
to guns 
and pistols, and then marched down tc Cen­ 
tral avenue to Ben Joseph’s pawnshop just 
below Sixth street. 
Here a similar demand 
was made upon Josephs and he opened the 
doors of his establishment, but refused to 
allow the mob to enter. 
He tried to reason 
with the rioters, but they would not listen to 
him, yelling: “Hand them out,all you’ve got.” 
Springing inside, Josephs closed the door and 
bolted it when the mob brought the battering 
ram into play once more. 
A telephone mes­ 
sage had reached the central station of the 
mob’s action, and while at work with the 
battering ram, a detail of police and militia 
dashed down Central avenue. A rriving at 
Sixth street they opened fire upon the mob, 
which was returned by the latter, but the 
officers did not falter an inch. 
They dashed 
among t he rioters firing their pistols at every 
jump. 
The mob scattered, but nine were 
captured and taken to the central station. 
They turned out to 1/e m ere boys, not over 
15 years of age. 
Pistol shots cau be heard 
everywhere thrc ighout the city, and it is 
generally conceded now that quiet cannot be 
restored until m artial law is declared. 
A t midnight only a few of the rioters are 
on the streets in .he vicinity of the militia, 
but tbose 
who remain are keeping the 
soldier’s boys awake by firing pistols at them 
around the corners. 
Every pistol shot is 
answered 
by a volley from the militia. 
Cin c in n a ti, March SI.—1:40 A. M.—At 
this hour everything is quiet- 
The mob has 
dispersed and not one of the rioters can be 
found upon the streets. 
About I o’clock the 
m ilitia on Court street succeeded iu picking 
off one of the mob named Emil Pfeiffer. 
He 
was shot in the left thigh, but the wound is 
not serious. 
He was removed to the hospital 
in a patrol wagon. 
W alter Fay, who was 
shot Friday night, is now dead. 
As nearly 
as can be ascertained up to this time there 
have been over thirty-six killed and eighteen 
mortally wounded, and seventy wounded 
slightly. 
C i n c i n n a t i , March 31.—It appears that 
Beruer, the murderer of Kirk, who escaped 
at Loveland, ran several miles up the rail­ 
road track, spent some hours in an empty 
freight car, and then took to the woods. 
He 
was found by two bailiffs who were driving 
along in search of him. 
He gave way to 
tears like a child. 
The officers drove to Fos­ 
ter’s Crossing, remaining until dark, when 
they proceeded to Columbus, and placed the 
prisoner in the penitentiary, notwithstand­ 
ing determined efforts to lynch him. 


Through, from M ex ico C ity . 
Chicago, 31 arch 29.—The first train from 
the City ol Mexico pulled into Chicago, the 
journey having consumed five days and six­ 
teen hours. 
Thirty young Mexicans, in 
charge of Father Zahm, left a t once for 
Notre Dame, most of the other passengers, 
departing by early trains.

states that he is well satisfied with the man­ 
ner in which the Central road has been con- 
sti ucted.

through train a t night, the latter making the 
run in about fifty-two hours. 
The death of

the assignee, James Gardner, whose name 
was forged as an endorser, with that of 
Newton McFadnen, county treasurer.
